ANALYTICAL MIND: the conscious aware mind which thinks, obser- 
ves data, remembers it, and resolves problems. Itwould essentially be 
the conscious mind as opposed to the unconscious mind. AO: ADVAN- 
CED ORGANIZATION: Organization whose function is to run the 
Clearing and OT Courses. ARC: a word from the initial letters of Affini- 
ly, Reality, and Communication which together equate to understand- 
ing. ARC SRAIGHTWIRE RELEASE: Freedom from deterioration; 
has hope; knows he/she won't get any worse. ASHO: The American 
Saint Hill Organization. ASSIST: simple, easily done processes that 
can be applied to anyone to help them recover more rapidly from 
accidents, mild illness or upsets. AUDITING: The application of Scien- 
tology processes and procedures to someone by a trained auditor. 
AUDITOR: One who has been trained in the technology of Scientol- 
ogy, the person whose job itis to ask the person to look, and get them 
to do so. The word auditor is used because it means one who listens 
and a Scientology auditor does listen. BOOK ONE: DIANETICS: 
THE MODERN SCIENCE OF MENTAL HEALTH: The book written 
in 1950 by L. Ron Hubbard.
